$1,000 and imprisoned not more than 
one year."

The Newest SkirtH. 


Skirts are now,, undoubtedly perma- 


nently narrower than they have been 
for two years. 
Except on the most 


diaphanous material they are rarely 
more than four and a half or five yards 
wide, more often four and a half than 
five. They are still very close fitting 
around the top at front and sides, and, 
whatever the size, the one thing that 
they must have to be at all modish is a 
decided flare from waist to hem. They 
do not, however, depend any longer on 
stiff linings to make them stand out, 
but are allowed to bang according to 
the fabric of which they are made, as- 
sisted only by a slight stiffening about 
six or eight inches deep around the 
bottom. 
Good linings are for this 


reason more used than ever, and many 
a skirt that would otherwise be very 
desirable is spoiled by using thin cam- 
bric, or some other inferior goods, for 
lining. 
Silk is of course the ideal lin- 


ing, since it has body enough to hold a 
skirt very firmly in shape and does not 
sag; but it is expensive and not always 
the most durable, 80 that it is often 
wiser to buy a good quality of percaline, 
which, after all, is iiot much inferior 
to silk. 
There are any number of' 


models for the new skirts; but the 
seven-gored one seems to be the most 
generally used, and with the reduced 
width it is easy to make the skirt fit 
perfectly with that number of gores. 
Many of the newest skirts are trimmed 
aruund the bottom, sometimes with 
rows of braid or passamenterie or jet, 
and sometimes with a narrow ruffle 
which helps to give the desired flaring 
effect. 
Some suggestions of over-skirts 


have appeared, but they have not at- 
tained any populartiy in America, 
though a good many French dresses 
have come over with the double skirt, 
and are worn.—From
